The only drawback to hils enjoyment was hlw
fmability to speak English, He first went to
Poston, where Le visited the Inparatories of Har.

yulted Yale, afier the anening of the term, and
gpoke vory Lighly of I'rof, Dana's great collee-
gon of mminerals, From New Haven he pro-
ceeded to Ulileago to lnspect the university
there, and he stopped at Niagars on the way to
Joox ot tho great plant for generatlng
electricity, And  the ecarborundum workes.
He was mitol {mureseed by the collections
of the Smithroning Institution at Washington,
sud Ly the enitit of research which was manl-
fest at Johns Hopkine University, Princeton
Yo visited oficialiy at the time of 1t celebration
an the representntive of the Institute of France,
and during the past fow aays he has examined
the lnboratory equipment of the colleges in New
York city. Hesides the lecture he gave at the
Collegeof Physicians and Surgeons last Tuesday
nlght be dellversd one before the University of
Chicago. Un both cecasions, of vourse, he spoke

in French.

Al Molssan has thos made s proity complote
purvey of the colleges and universities In the
northeastern partof the United States, Hespoke
highty of their eqiipment.  But what seems to
have made the deepest lmpresslon upon bim Is
the munificent manuer in which the Institutions
of leasaing In thls country have beenu endowed
by privatebenafuctors. In France, though gifts
frotn private [pdividuals are not unknown, it is
the State that provides the means for the higher
educativn aud for the suvport of the great
Iaburutories in which the discoveries of French
sclentiflic men have bern mnade. M. Molssan
himeell 1 professor of toxicology In the Collége
de Pharmaucie in Varls, an Institution supported
by the State, He s obllged to devote a certain
smount of \me to the routine of Instruction,
while bls spnre moments are devoled to the re-
searches which hayve made him famous.

For the last few years M. Molssan has devoted
his time to investigating the properties and the
possibic practical nses of the carbides of many
ehemical elements. The list of these Is a long
one, consiating of about twenty new compounds,
pome of which have come almos: immediately
tato practical u<e, while others are likely to do
wointhe fulure., His success In obtaining din-
monds chemically by the ald of the electrio
farnace appeals best to the popnlar {m-
agination, but one of the most interest-
lug of his discoveries, and one whose
practical muses have of lIate been brousht
prominently before the public, in that of the
properties of ncetylene gas and the pussibility
of producing the caleiom earbide from walch 16
18 piade in commercial quantitios at a moderate
ceit. He was msked whether any Improvewment
in the manufncture of the carbide had been
made of late that would reduce the amonnt of
electrical xnergy needed Lo proguce it, and con-
sevtiently reduce its cost, and whether such (m-
provement was likely 1o be made.

passible with electricity nowadass?' he re-
plled. ™ Acetviene gas is o good gas, a brillinnt
kas, but it bs not o cheap gas. The calelum
carbide cin be produced now for $50 aton,
Lime In clivap and elecirical power is cheap,
Lhere Ay Lo nome reduction 1u the price, but
Liardly & very great one, We could uot help
smiling in Europe wlen It was anoouneed that
the carbide voulid be prodaced in Americs for
$456 a ton. It seemed very lmprobable.”

than the production of an lluminating gas, he
replied that it baid teen tried for the production
wlaicobol sl for other purposes, but that its

A Clergyman Calls Attention to a Corions
Case of Misforiane,

In & lstter to members of the clergy In the
Esst the Rev. George H. Davis, reator ef He
John's Protdbtant Episcopal Charch in Mankate,
Minn,, tells of the strange case of & man who
has 80 compietely loat all sense of his own ldan«
tity an to make it wholly imposaible for him te
give his name, birthplaes, or other fasts son-
oerning his personal history, Mr. Davis has
written tho letter In the hope that certaln
shadown of facta whioh appsar to be in the une
fortunate strangor's mind may load some par-
ticipants in events doubtfully marrated to un-
ravel the myatary. Mr. Davis'a account of the
incidents in an follown: |

“On Oct, 10 » well-dressed, gentlemanly ap-
pearing man orlled upon the underaigned, an-
nonnoed himself as a churchiman, and asked to
be introduced tosome physician with whom he
might confer an to his mental condition. He
clnimed to hiave lost all knowledge as 1o his per-
sonal identity, of wnich fact he had become
consclous within a few days.

“The stranger was taken to one of the lead-
ing physiciann, and after a careful examination,
placed in the City Houpital, where hLe still re-
mains. He thinks he has gone from place te
place for a consideralle Lime, but cannot tell
how long. Nothing about him glves any elue to
hin identity. Some of his linen Is marked 'J.
H. H..'and he registered ata hotel an *J. Har-
rison, St. I'aul,’ but he thinks this is neither his
name nor home.

Marshal James Hanan of Hudson Heights,
Bergen county. who was shot on Saturday In
the woods st Clifton Park by (iurseite Sal.
vannl, whom he was irying to arrest, Is ina
critieal condition. Dir. Justin of Guttenburg
who Is attending him, has doubts of his re-
covery.

The story of the shooting, as told by Willlam
Nasdler, a deputy game warden of Clifton Park,
who was with Hanan st the time, Is as fol-
lows: Naedler and Hanan, wbo s the only
marshal in the borough, were walkiog throngh
the Clifton Park woods on Baturday when th:‘!
met Halvannl and another liallan. They h
bern shooting robins in viclatlon of the game
laws., Fearing arreast on seeing Hanan and
Nnedler, Salvanui and his companion pointed
their guus st the men and shouted to them not
to come near. Naedler nluurﬁl. but Hanan
started for Salvanni, Salvanni fired and Hanan
foll, the charge taking effect in his left breast
and pensteating his left lung. The Itallans fled,
and Naedler earried the marshal to his home,
